By 
placing the depot this much farther toward 
the east the Illinois Central road will not have 
to make near so much of a curve in passing 
from its new right of way into its new depot, 
and the city will have an east front street to 
the four blocks.

Oppose a Postponement. 

A hitch is likely to arise at Springfield to- 
day because of the fact that the Real-Estate 
Board has, through its President, Mr. Lom- 
bard, asked for a postponement of considera- 
tion until next week. This suggestion will 
be vigorously opposed. It would carry the 
subject too far towards the end of the session 
June 12, It is probable therefore that the 
request of the real-estate men will be refused.

ew Oxteane,-La., May 13.—In an inter- 
view with a reporter today Signor Corte said, 
in alluding to the Mayor: Let mie tell you 
that I have saved Mayor Shakespeare’s life. 
And 1 have done the same service to Mr. 
Parkerson and Mr. Wickliffe and other 
leaders. I tell you this confidentially. Do 
not use the information until I have left 
for Italy. But, bah! let it go. You may 
say it today. The day after the killing 
there was a determined, absolute, almost un- 
controllable determination among certain of 
my countrymen to kill the Mayorand ail 
those who had had a hand in the butchery, 
but I restrained their hands. I controlled the 
furious men. Itold them to beware. I said 
that if any harm befell those gentlemen I 
would immediately and unreservedly de- 
nounce the perpetrators of the deed. This 
firm stand checked them and I succeeded in 


holding them with the promise that I would. 


do everything in my power to obtain justice, 
redress, and satisfaction in the proper and 
legitimate manner—arbitration and other 
diplomatic measures between the two govern- 
ments.“ 

Mr. Corte paused for a couple of minutes, 
then he resumed: N 

„I have every confidence in the saying All’s 
well that ends well.’ The future has peace and 
cordial entente in store. Evil passions, popular 
jury, race prejudices have run their course, 
and the reign of calm reason and sober judg- 
ment is at hand. These will surely result 
from the long investigations and the diplo- 
matic attempt at amicable understanding, a sat- 
isfactory adjustment of the present embroglio. 
It would only be an act of humanity if the 
solution of the problem is found in the 
payment of an indemnity to the families of 
the dead Italians. I tell you, sir, that I 
have conclusive evidence that among the 
killed there were several Italian 33 and 
that Id have proven an i clear as 
— 8 them from the Hen- 
nessy murder. Those men have left their 
wives and children destitute. Wouldit not be 
but just and equitable to indemnify the be- 
rea ved ones? . 

Mr. Corte next spoke about the return of his 
letter by the grand jury. 

“Tam not surprised, said he, “at their 
action. Could I expect anything more from a 
grand jury whose Chairman, as President of 
the Cotton Exchange, indorsed the killing? 
I will not answer their letter. It is perfectly 
useless to say or do anything more about this 
matter.”

BEN BUTLER TAKEN BY SURPRISE. 


Lawyer Choate’s Contention in the Stewart 
Will Case Disconcerts Him. 

Nzw Yorx, May 13,—[Special.]—The Irish 
claimants of A. T. Stewart’s estate were 
shocked in the United States Circuit Court to- 
day by Joseph H. Choate. Several dozen 
cousins of more or less nearness of kinship 
are secking to obtain possession of the estate 
now held by ex-Judge Henry Hilton. 

Sarah Branagh, the daughter of Mary, who 
was A. T. Stewart's first cousin, sues to have 
William P. Smith ejected from the house he 
occupies. This house was devised to Smith 
by Stewart in tis will. He used to 
be the merchant prince’s coathman and 


ty on the ground that A. T. Stewart 
testate, and therefore his property shoald go 
to the next of kin. She declares that the al- 
leged will of A. T. Stewart which was admit- 
ted to probate was never signed by him and 
that itis a forgery. If Sarah wins her fight 
she and the other Irish and American col- 
lateral kinsfolk will wrest Stewart’s millions 
from Judge Hilton. 

Sarah Branagh was notin court today, but 
George Begley was. He is the husband of 
one of Stewart's first cousins. So were Rob- 
ert Hillend, another first cousin’s husband, 

Andrew Stewart. a second cousin, and John 
Magee, whose wife is Hillend’s sister, and who 
may come in for a million or two. They all 
came from Ireland to attend the trial. With 
them were avast army of American heirs. 
Their lawyers are Gen. Benjamin F. Butler and 
William Holt Secor. Elihu Root, Joseph H. 
Choate, and Horace Russell represented the 
present holders of Stewart’s estate. A jury 
was impaneled, and then Joseph H. Choate 
began the battle thus: + 

The plaintiff, an alien, Sarah Branagh of 
Ireland, claims part of the estate of the late 
A. T. Stewart because her mother, Mary 
Branagh of Ireland, who died in 1880, was the 
first cousin of Stewart. Our defense is that 
there is no statute of this State by which an 
alien non-resident can inherit through another 
alien non-resident property from a citizen of 
this State.“ He cited many decisions in State 
and Federal courts in support of his position. 

Gen. Butler arose, but was silent for many 
seconds. He seemed to be gathering his 
strength. 

There is no foundation for the defend- 
ant’s argument, said he. “There has been 
no acknowledgment that the plaintiff is a 
non-resident. Aud if she is an alien these 
statutes have always been construed in a most 
liberal manner. My friend’s argument is in- 
genious, carefully drawn, and admirably put, 
but they have had four years to prepare it. 
If I live it will avail Mr. Hilton nothing if he 
should gain this point, for I shall ask the 
State to declare an escheat. Iask for a few 
days to file my brief.“ 

Ot course.“ said Judge Wallace, if I de- 
cide against*you ou this point it will end the 
ease. You say this argument was sprung on 
you. It strikes me that the objection raised 
against your title is a very serious one and ap- 
plies to every heir whose ancestors became 
seized asan alien.

Apart from the golden door the remainder 
of the architectural composition falls into a 
just relation with the highly-wrought entrance 
and is quiet and modest, though broad in 
treatment.

STATE’S PRISON FOR HIS LIFETIME, 


John Conti’s Punishment for the Murder 
of Nicholai Senul. 

John Conti, the murderer of Nicholai Senni, 
was sentenced to life imprisonment by the 
jury in the case yesterday. The jury retired 
at 3:30 o’clock and was out less than three 
hours. According to one of the jurors there 
was never any argument over Conti’s guilt, 
and the nature of the punishment alone kept 
them out. 

The verdict was heard by the prisoner with- 
out emotion. He acted nervously while the 
jury was out, and once seemed on the point of 
breaking down, as he wept and embraced his 
wife — children in a hysterical way, but he 
soon resumed his stolid demeanor. 

The jury was polled and a motion for a new 
trial entered.

THE LAKE-FRONT QUESTION. 

If the Lake-Front settlement is made on 
the basis of the amendments prepared by 
those citizens whose petition for a conclusion 
of the Lake-Front controversy on equitable 
terms was perverted into an approval of the 
contemplated railroad grab, the city will 
secure certam substantial advantages. It 
will keep its four Michigan avenue blocks 
but they will gain an eastern frontage street, 
if Central avenue is extended south. It will 
bein the power of the city then to convert 
one block into permanent armory use, which 
will serve, as they do now, as places for great 
popular meetings, as well as for a fire and a 
police station. Three of the blocks may be 
covered by a grand exposition building, con- 
structed by a private company which must 
pay a share of its receipts to the city for use 
of the ground. An arrangement can be made 
by which the city can secure not only a 
structure which will bean architectural orna- 
ment, but receive a constant revenue. Ample 
ground will be left for a grand art and mu- 
seum building between Adams and Jackson, 
which should be made to face the south, 
fronting upon a broad beautiful stretch of 
park to Park row. 

The city will be put in a position also 
where it can make a connection between the 
North and South Side boulevard systems. By 
retaining the Randolph-Washington block it 


will have a point to start from without inter- | 


ference with a street, in case it is decided to 
construct a tunnel starting from Michigan 
avenue and commg out on the North Side 
near Ohio street. Either a tunnel may be 
built under the river starting from a point 
east of Central avenue, or a viaduct may be 
constructed with a bridge across the river 
east of Rush street, and the North Side be 
reached in that way. 

If the vriginal plan of the Illinois Central 
were to be put through the city would be de- 
prived of the ability to do any of those neces- 
sary things, and no connection of the North 
and South Side boulevards and park systems 
could ever be made, and the city would be 
robbed of four blocks of land on Michigan 
avenue which the greedy railway company 
does not need, and which could never be re- 
placed to the city for public uses. : 


TERRIBLE FOREST FIRES. 

The forest fires of 1891 recall the destruct- 
iveness of those of 1871. Though the latter 
occurred in the fall, there are the same long- 
continued period of dry weather and, alas, the 
same element of criminal human careless- 
less. In the East thousands of acres of valu- 
able timber have been destroyed in New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, and West Vir- 
ginia, and thousands of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty has been destroyed in the oil-producing 
district. In the West the destruction has been 
still greater, particularly in Northern Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota anc in Central Michigan. 
In the latter State numerous little villages 
have been burned, leaving hundreds of people 
homeless, and millions upon millions of feet 
of standing timber, lumber, logs, and cut 
wood have been destroyed, as well as many 
sawmills. Weare probably not overestimat- 
ing when we say that the losses in the East 
will amount to between three and four mill- 
ions of dollars, and that those ip the West will 
aggregate as much more, without taking into 
account isolated houses and barns and the 
standing timber in remote districts. There 
will also be large prospective losses as the out- 
come of these fires, owing to the greatly in- 
creased liability. to floods, growing out of the 
destruction of nature’s preventives, the forests. 
These widespread losses indicate the criminal 
recklessness of the Ameritan people in not 
caring for their woodlands. The origin of 
these fires in nearly every instance may be 
traced to the carelessness of farmers, woods- 
men, and hunters in burning off the grass and 
undergrowth which are allowed to fill up the 
forest intervals. As long as this continues so 
long there will be fires, and thus every year 
niillions of dollars’ worth of valuable property 
will be consumed, Owing to greed, selfishness, 


A FOOLISH INSCRIPTION. 

At Glenwood Springs, Colo., President Har- 
rison received last Sunday a number of depu- 
tations.

He could have given them somethmg 
tothink of by remarking that if a free com- 
age of foreign silver were resolved on the pur- 
chasing power of the doilars would necessarily 
be only three-quarters as much as that of the 
present protected American silver dollars, and 
that the people of Colorado would then be 
worse off, y would get no more for 
their bullion while losing a quarter out of the 
purchasing power of every dollar they have in 
the shape of capital accumulated up to date.

GOV. GEAR’S EVASIVE, 
LETTER. 


Gov. Gear of Iowa, one of the members of 
the Ways and Means committee who contrib- 
uted so much to the Republican defeat last 
fall, has written a letter in which he says: 

There is not a word of truth in the statement 
that there is any “ conflict” between the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means and Mr. Blaine. The 
Republican members of the Ways arid Means 
committee agreed unanimously, and did support 
the reciprocity amendment of the. Senate. As a 
matter of fact, it would not have been put in the 
Tariff law if the House members of the Ways and 
Means committee had not favored it. 

One would never judge from reading this 
that Mr. Blaine had been before the Ways and 
Means committee with his plan as early as 
February, 1890, and that Mr. Gear and his as- 
sociates declined contemptuously to give it 
the slightest consideration. Nor vould one 


‘tell trom this letter that that attitude of bitter 


hostility lasted all the time that the bill was 
before the House. Gov. Gear seems to wish 
to create the impression that reciprocity was 
a happy afterthought which occurred to Gear 
or some one while the bill was before the Sen- 
ate, and was put in it there and met with the ap- 
proval of the House committee when it learned 
of the suggestion. The fact is that the pressure 
of the people on the Senate was so great after 
Blaine’s great scheme was made public by 
him that it was forced to adopt the Aldrich 
amendment, which embraced the Blaine idea 
in a crippled form, and was only inserted to 
placate public feeling. The Committee on 
Ways and Means agreed to it because they 
could not help themselves. Their abominable 
bill would have failed without if. 

Gov. Gear shows his insincerity by omitting 
to point out the wide difference between the 
Blaine reciprocity scheme and the lame Ald- 
rich amendment. The former would have 
given the President and Secretary of State 
retaliatory power over sugar-growing nations 
to the full extent of the duty, or $40 a ton. 
The peg-leg Aldrich scheme gives them a re- 
taliatory power of only half that much. This 
difference is suppressed by Gov. Gear and ail 
the other McKinleyites, large and small. To 
hear them talk one would think that finally 
Congress gave Mr. Blaine all he asked for. 

The gentleman from Iowa says also: 

Time is proving the wisdom of the law in this 
regard, as by it we will get admission to Germany 
for our meats which they have excluded. Ger- 
many cannot afford to keep out our meat and 
have as an alternative her sugar, of which she 
sells us one-sixth of our consumption, prohibited 
by a Presidential proclamation imposing a duty 
on it while we are getting sugar free from other 
countries. 

Here he hides the fact that if the Tariff bill 
had been written by Blaine Germany would 
before this have abandoned its vicious and 
unjustifiable exclusion of American meats. 
It would not have resisted for a month the 
menace of the imposition of a retaliatory duty 
of $40 a ton on its beet sugar. But with the 
Aldrich amendment in the law Germany has 
done nothing yet, and there is no evidence 
that it will do anything. And what it does do, 
if anything, will be less than half what it 
would do were Mr. Hlaine's retaliatory plan 
in force, But for the opposition of Mr. Gear 
and his wise associates of the Ways and Means 
committee Blaine would have been able to 
dictate terms. This is something which the 
McKinleyites are laboring hard to keep secret, 
but the people are beginning to find it out. 


GIVING ILLINOIS COUNTIES LOCAL OPTION 

: VOTING. 

The House Committee on Licenses having 
reported adversely on Representative Calla- 
han’s bill to give the majority of the voters in 
a county the right to say whether dramshops 
shall or shall not be licensed therein, the 
House non-concurred in the committee’s re- 
port and the bill may yet pass. 

There is no reason, good or valid, why it 
should not. It is designed to meet a condi- 
tion of things existing in a number of coun- 
ties where the people as a whole are strongly 
against licensing saloons, but where there are 
incorporated towns or villages—one or two 
perhaps in each county—where saloons are li- 
censed forthe money they bring to those 
towns from the farmers. These places are al- 
leged to be centers of temptation, demoralizing 
the farmers who would otherwise be temper- 
ate and saddling the county with the expenses 
caused by drunkenness. | 

If the Democrats in the.céntral and south- 
ern part of the State want the Democratic 
House to amend the Dramshop act so as to 
allow the people to vote directly on the 
license question, why not let them? At pres- 
ent they have to get at it in an indirect way. 
They vote for license or no-license candidates, 
for Trustees, or Supervisors, Com mission- 
ers, and the result is aff often by gen- 
eral politics, often by the popularity or un- 


popularity of the nominees. Is it not better 


to have a straight vote in the county at the 
local spring election on a plain question, and 
then let the majority rule if they can?

It needs no from us to convince our 
readers that the le of the Illinois Valley will 
never consent to such @ change, and we doubt 
very much whether even all the Cook County 
members of the Legislature could be induced to 
vote for such a.measure [7]. It would be an out- 
rage upon the citizens along the Illinois Rivor [7], 
and one to which the people of the State would 


not see them subjected without protest. There

Sooner or later all manner of ships 
must run through this valley [7] and thus, by 
means of the Mississippi, cohnect the great lakes 
with the gulf. This will certainly be done long 
before the middle of the next pentury [7], and it 
is not even safe to assert it will not 
be done ere the close of the present 
one [O!]. We it would be well 
for the General Assembly to ask the aid of 
Congress in the matter, as the work is one of 
national importance and there is no reason why 
it should not secure national support.

The present low water dis- 
charge ‘of the Illinois at Marseilles is but 
60,000 cubic feet a minute, Chicago proposes 
to send down its sewage diluted in 
250,000 cubic feet a minute, which is 
more than ample. The absurd law calls on it 
for a dilution of 600,000, which means adding 
to the normal low water flow of astream from 
Joliet to Utica which cannot be made naviga- 
ble on account of its rapids and fall of 100 feet 
in 60 miles of ten times the present quantity 
of water.
